WASHINGTON, March 2. — The 
Navy announced today that the 
British freighter Southgate, which 
had flashed a submarine attack | 
message last night, had been lo- 
cated by navy planes and was in 
“no apparent danger.” 

The ship had been sought since 
late yesterday when it sent a signal 
indicating that it was being attack- 
ed by a submarine about 150 miles 
northeast of San Juan, Puerto Rico 

The signal sent a cutter, three 
navy destroyers and planes of the 
navy’s neutrality patrol on a swift | 
hunt for the ship 

The advice that the Southgate 
had been located was received by 
the chief of naval operations. It 
gave no details as to where’ the 
Southgate was encountered by the 
planes which had been searching for 
it since dawn,

authoritatively reported today to have 
informed Sumner Welles that Germany’s 
price for peace includes permanent Ger- 
man hegemony over Bohemia-Moravia, 
Slovakia, Poland and Hungary. 


This, with Germany and 
the former Austria, would 
give Hitler control of a to- 
tal population of about 
130,000,000. It was re- 
ported he also asked guar- 
antees that Great Britain 
and France would not “stir 
up the Balkans or Scan- 
dinavia.” 

These points, it was said, 
made up only one, but an im- 
portant, phase of the “inform- 
ation” given to the United 
States undersecretary of 


state who conferred with Hit-' 
'ler for an hour and a half. 


Another was his insistence on 
freedom of the seas, it was 
said. 

Informed persons said Hitler 
asked Welles what the United 
States would do if, say, some 
Asiatic or European power tried 
to stir up trouble in Mexico. 

It was disclosed whether

There cannot be any serious expecta- 
tion that these leaflets will convert Nazi 
readers, and so start an anti-Hitler revo- 
lution. Likely enough any person caught 
reading one of them is shot or interned. 
Since the Austrians and Czechs are un- 
armed, there can be do desire to induce 
them to revolt. The object quite obvious- 
ly is to keep everyone from the Fuehrer 
down mindful that the vitals of Germany 
are within reach of Allied airmen. The 
leaflets and the flares are tangible proofs 
to all that the fliers reached the points 
where these were found, and the inference 
is self-suggesting that the planes which 
dropped harmless bits of paper and token 
torches could just as easily have let go a 
rain of bombs, 

That is something Herr Goering, who 
is a practical man, cannot ignore. The 
significance is too clear, and the warning 
too plain. Western Germany, where the 
munitions are made and the heavy indus- 
tries located, lies as open to bombers as 
any part of France or Britain. No part of 
the country of military importance is im- 
mune from the implied threat. If London 
and Paris are reachable by Nazi bombers, 
Berlin is also within range of British and 
French bombers. 

Undoubtedly it seemed strange in Sep- 
tember that Allied airmen flew over even 
fortified areas in Germany and dropped 
nothing worse than reading matter. But 
time has shown that whoever conceived 
that merciful method of making war knew 
what he was doing. But for the demon- 
stration that bombing was a “game” both 
sides could play at, there is reason to sup- 
pose the Nazi air fleet would have been 
sent on bombing attacks to both Britain 
and France while these countries were 
still struggling to get their plane-building 
plants in production. 

“Leaflet bombings’ have probably 
saved many thousands of lives in Britain, 
France and Germany, by the messages 
they proclaim that if the Allied countries 
were straffed from the air the Reich 
would be visited by reprisals in kind.

Sweden's refusal of Finland's appeal for 
direct military aid is stoutly defended by King 
Gustav, who tells his people that Sweden can aid 
her next door neighbor more effectively as neu- 
tral than as belligerent. That the veteran ruler 
finds it necessary to support it with a personal 
statement indicates the refusal is criticized by 
the Swedish people. It may be that their in- 
Stinct for national self-preservation gives wiser 
counsel than the king’s diplomats do. 

In fairness it should be remembered that 
Sweden supplied the Finns with much of the 
war material that enabled them to beat off the 
Red attacks for so long. Thousands of Swedes— 
half a division, according to a Stockholm esti- 
mate—have volunteered for active service with 
the Finnish army. Stockholm also declares the 
Swedish people thus far have contributed $3.50 
per capita to Finnish relief and aid funds—a 
much higher per capita contribution than any 
other people have made. 

The Stockholm government's refusal to join 
forces with Finland for common defense against 
Red aggression evidently is inspired by fear of 
Hitler plus the desperate hope that an altitude 
of neutrality, even though it involves the con- 
quest of Finland by Russia’s Red czar, may 
somehow save Sweden from the war tragedy at 
her very door. 

At the ovtset of Stalin's aggression, the Scan- 
dinavian governments confessed their own grave 
concern and held several conferences to chart 
a common course. But now, with the danger 
much more imminent, they shrink from the 
common defense that their concert implied. That 
Stalin will be content with the subjugation and 
murder of the Finnish republic when richer re- 
sources and wealth of the Scandinavian penin- 
sula tempt him to mop up those “capitalist” 
countries also is scarcely conceivable. If Stock- 
holm and Oslo believe Hitler will block the Rus- 
sian drive beyond Finland, European develop- 
ments during the past five years warn them that 
the Nazi dictator in all probability will seize for 
himself any small country he sees fit to “pro- 
tect” against his Red partner. 

The acid test of Swedish policy will come 
when France and England undertakes large- 
scale operations in Finland’s defense. Their 
troops and supplies can best be sent in through 
Swedish territory. As a member of the Nations’ 
League, Sweden seems obligated to permit the 
passage through her territories of military aid 
for Finland. If she meets that obligation, the 
European democracies and the allies may 
rescue Finland, saving Sweden herself from the 
peril that now eatens. But there are Nazi 
threats of dire consequences if she opens her 
roads for the transport of military aid to the 


Finns. And the Stockholm government's evi- 
dent desire to avoid giving offense to Hitler may 
shut off wt seems to be Finland’s only hope 


that Sweden has flatly de- 
d her appeal for military support—New 
Orleans Times-Picayune.
